.cans," and the authorities controlled 
the populace with difficulty. 


Public indignation at Bogota IH In- 


creasing hourly, according to advices 
received from there. 
President Mar- 


roquln. It Is stated, IB trying to leave 
the capital.. There Is some anxiety at 
the American legation, which is still 
•urrounded and protected by Colom- 
bian troopa. 


Fears are entertained for the safety 


of Americans In Colombia and of the 
possibility of the anger of the populace 
being vented against foreigners gen- 
erally. 
The authorities at Savnnllla 


• have mounted two obsolete guns cov- 
ering the wharf. 


News T-v.vels Slowly. 


News of the secession of Panama did 


not reach Cartagena. Snvanllln, and 


, Barranqullla until the arrival at tho 


first named port of the steamer Orin- 
oco, with tho Colombian troops do- 
ported from Colon two days after the 
declaration of Independence. 
The 


news was quickly telegraphed to all 
points along tho coast. Tho steamer 
returned to this port, bringing nowa 
of the uprising In tho Colombian cities. 


At Cartagena Gen. Torres and his of- 


fleers v;ero threatened with arrest as 
traitors, but the threat was not put 
into effect. 
Tho populace, greatly ex- 


cited, soon crowded the streets cry- 
ing. "Down with tho Americans." 


United States Consul Ingersoll, fear- 


ing violence, remained shut up In the 
consulate.

Reads News to Crowd. 


Tho excitement at Barranqullla In- 


creased with tho spreading or 
tho 


news of tho secession of tho Isthmus, 
which was supplemented by exagger- 
ated accounts of tho alleged part play- 
ed by the United States therein. Pan- 
ama's declaration of Independence was 
read from a newspaper by the prefect 
to a crowd assembled In tho piazza 
and was grcnted by furious outcries 
and shouts of "death to tho Pannmans" 
and "death to the Americans." 


The prefect followed tho reading 


by a speech In which ho declared that 
the Colombian govurnment would nev- 
er permit the sec»sslon of the Isthmus 
and would win back the lost territory 
at any cost. 


Troops May Go by Land. 


It Is reported herb that the Colom- 


bian troops arc attempting to march 
overland to Panama from Tumaco. 
Gen. Melcndez says, however, that 
they can never reach Panama owing 
to the nature of tho country- Qcn. Me- 
lendcz said further: 


"Panama will be able to raise be- 


tween 5,000 and 6,000 troops, partly 
armed, in case tho necessity arises to 
resist a Colombian attack, but I do not 
believo that any such necessity will 
ever arise." 


It Is apparent that United States 


warships will net permit any move- 
ment by sea of armed Panama forces. 
QoV. Melcndez tried to send twenty- 
five armed men to Porto Bello, but 
they wcro stopped by tho United 
States gunboat Nashville and com- 
pelled to return. A' schooner loaded 
with Panamanian troops was sent to 
Bocas del Toro, but they went un- 
armed.

DELEGATES]CENSURE|STAND OF 
ROOSEVELT IN MILLER MATTER. 


BUT MANY DEFEND HIS MOVI 


D. A. Haye«, of 
the Glass Blowers 


Union, Talks In'Favor of 


President's Actions.

Boston, Mass., Nov. 13.—President 


noosevelt'H name nnd his action In 
the Miller case were brought before 
tho convention of the American Pud- 
oration of Labor, when several dolb- 
gatoa criticized his decision not to dis- 
criminate against nonunion labor In 
federal employment. 


Tho question camo before the con- 


vention from tho committee on reso- 
lutions In tho way of a report that a 
resolution 'on tho "open shop" issue 
bo referred to the committee of tho 
executive council. Tho substance of 
tho 
resolution was that tho "open 


shop," whether under private or gov- 
ernment control, cannot bo recognized 
by organlzod labor. 
r 


Discuss "Open Shop." 


Delegate J. M. Barnes of Philadel- 


phia, president of tho Clgarmakers* 
International union, 
declared that 


President Roosevelt's decision was a 
"slap In tho face" for laboring people. 


Another delegate held that a public 


"open shop" conducted by President 
Roosevelt was just as bad as a pri- 
vate "open shop" conducted by Presi- 
dent Parry of tho National Manufac- 
turers' association. 


D. A. Hayes, president of the Inter- 


national Association of Glass Blow- 
ers, said that he was convinced that 
any delegate In the convention would 
have acted Just as President Roose- 
velt did under the samo 
circum- 


stances. He submitted that any ob- 
jections to Mr. i Roosovclt should not 
bo uttered at this convention, but 
should be suspended until after tho 
next election. 


No Aid for Western Miners. 


Eventually tho resolution was re- 


committed . to tho committee from 
which it originated. 


A resolution was adopted that the 


federation renew Its demand that navy 
yards be used to the utmost for con- 
struction work, and that in tho futura 
all United States ships shall bo built 
In government-yards. 


An unfavorable report upon tho res- 


olution that tho federation donate $1,- 
000 to the Western 
Federation of 


Miners was followed by a protracted 
debate. Delegate Morris of Denver 
favored appropriating tho money bo- 
causo of tho disheartening effect tho 
news of the refusal would have upon 
tho miners. He held also that a ro- 
fusal would reflect on John Mitchell, 
because of feeling against him among 
Western miners. The resolution was 
referred bock to the committee. 


Refuse to Compel Affiliation. 


Tho resolutions Introduced by Dele- 


gate W. D. Henderson of St. Joseph, 
Mo., that tho local organization of SL 
Joseph, whose national or Internation- 
al unions are afllllated with the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, shall be 
compelled to affiliate with the Central 
Labor council of the city, or el.so suf- 
fer a revocation of their 'charter, oc- 
casioned a debate of nearly tin hour. 
It finally resulted In a substitute be- 
ing adopted. The substitute provides 
that the executive council be request- 
ed to endeavor to bring about tho end 
provided for In tho resolution by cor- 
respondence and other methods. Dur- 
ing the discussion on this case tha 
point wan raised that if the St. Jo-; 
seph unions wcro compelled to afflU- 
ato with tho higher bodies a prece- 
dent would bo established which tha 
federation might have to Indorse all 
over the. county.
